Prague  (AP)  — A student 
splashed  gasoline  on  his  clothing 
Tuesday,  set  himself  afire,  dashed 
into  downtown  Prague’s  Wenceslas 
Square  and  died. 

Reports  circulated  through  the 
hushed  crowd  that  the  victim,  Jan 
Zajic,  19,  was  the  second  of  five 
students  who  swore  to  die  by  fire 
to  protest  the  Soviet  occupation. 
The  first  was  Jan  Palach,  now  a 
national  hero,  who  burned  himself 
to  death  in  the  square  in  January. 

Apparently  Zajic  soaked  his 
clothing  with  gasoline  in  the 
furnace  room  of  an  electrical 
appliance  store.  Some  said  he  was 
seen  carrying  a small  bag, 
apparently  containing  the  gasoline. 

Suddenly  Zajic  was  seen  running 
along  a crowded  walkway  to  the 
square,  his  clothing  afire.  A worker 
from  the  fmnaceroom  chased  him. 

Flames  and  smoke  were  pouring 
from  his  body.  Shocked  bystanders 
said  he  was  burned  black  before  he 
collapsed.  The  crowd  tried  to  beat

out  the  fire  on  his  clothing.  So  did  a 
policeman,  who  was  overcome  by 
smoke  and  was  taken  to  a hospital. 

Zajic  died  about  100  yards  from 
the  spot  where  Palach  set  himself 
afire  Jan.  16.  Palach  died  three 
days  later  in  a hospital. 

Some  people  in  the  crowd  said 
Zajic  chose  Feb.  25  to  bum  himself 
because  it  was  the  anniversary  of 
the  day  in  1948  that  the 
Communists  came  to  power  in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Czechs  were  calling  Zajic  “the 
second  human  torch.” 

There  has  been  a whole  series  of 
fire  suicides  and  attempts  since 
Palach.  Authorities  have  attributed 
nearly  all  of  them  to  family 
troubles,  mental  disturbances  and 
other  nonpolitical  causes. 

Witnesses  said  Zajic  left  a folder 
of  statements  and  letters  including 
one  reportedly  calling  on  the 
government  to  act  on  Palach’s 
demands  for  an  end  to  censorship 
and  to  the  Soviet  circulated 
propaganda  sheet  Zpravy. 

Officials  said  only  that  Zajic  left 
behind  some  letters  indicating  he 
had  political  reasons  for  setting 
himself  afire. 

Guitarist 
To  Perform 

Julian  Bream,  classical  guitarist 
and  master  of  the  lute,  will  appear 
today  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall,  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center.

The  lute  is  the  guitar’s 
large-bellied,  14-stringed  cousin 
and  was  used  by  the  troubadours  of 
Jacobean  and  Elizabethan  times.

Only  Official  Blunder

BYU’s  mile  relay  team  held  tne 
world  indoor  record  for  that  event 
briefly  Saturday.  The  mark  of 
3:06.6  was  set  on  the  boards  in 
Regina,  Saskatchewan. 
Unfortunately,  however,  it  doesn’t 
count. 

Officials  were  hasty  in  putting  up 
the  finish  tape  and  got  it  into  place 
one  lap  too  soon.  According  to 
assistant  coach  Willard  Hirischi, 
who  accompanied  the  team,  “the 
fellows  would  have  had  a very  good 
time  even  without  the  mistake.” 

All  performers  who  made  the 
trip  fared  well. 

Twin  brothers  Stan  and  Steve 
Bergeson  captured  second  and 
third  place  in  the  mile  run.  Stan’s 
time  was  a very  respectable  4;  1 3.3 
while  Steve’s  was  a good  4 : 1 7.0. 

Although  the  two-mile  relay 


team’s  mark  of  7:40.3  is  not 
indicative  of  the  capabilities  of  the 
team  members,  it  had  an  easy  time 
of  winning,  nearly  lapping  the  field 
in  the  process. 

Middle  distance  men  Jaakko 
Tuominen  and  Ralph  Mann  both 
looked  good  in  the  600  yard  dash. 
Jaakko  snared  second  with  a time 
of  1 : 1 2.6.  Ralph  took  fifth  with  a 
1:13.0  showing.  Ralph’s  time 
might  have  been  better  had  he  not 
allowed  himself  to  get  boxed  in, 
the  mistake  many  a young  runner 
makes. 

Rounding  out  the  performances 
for  the  Mountain  Cats  was  Jim 
Blaisdell  in  the  300  meter  dash. 
This  year’s  team  co-captain  took 
second  in  the  event  with  a very 
good  :35.6  clocking. 

Next  competition  on  the  boards 
for  the  thinclads  will  come  March  8 
in  Milwaukee.  Several  of  the  team 
members  have  a'lready  been 
invited. 


The  three  square  off  this  week, 
with  Wyoming  playing  host  to 
Utah  on  Thursday  night  and  BYU 
on  Saturday  afternoon  before  a 
regional  television  audience.

Utah,  5-3  in  conference  play,  has 
grabbed  52.6  per  cent  of  the 
rebounds  in  WAC  games  it  has 
played  this  season.  BYU,  also  5-3, 
has  corralled  51.9  per  cent  of  its 
caroms.  By  contrast,  Wyoming 
(4-4)  has  been  able  to  control  just 
44.8  per  cent,  lowest  in  the  league. 

Utah  and  Wyoming  each  rely  for 
their  scoring  on  two  or  three 
standout  players,  while  BYU 
spreads  its  scoring  among  six 
different  players. 

On  the  other  hand,  BYU  has  no 
players  among  the  top  seven 
scorers  in  the  WAC,  but  places 
four-Kari  Liimo  (16.5),  Paul 
Ruffner  (15.6),  Doug  Howard 
(15.4)  and  Marty  Lythgoe

S.S.  Ryndam

Four  years  ago  a small  college  in  Sourthem  California  decided  to  “make 
the  world  its  campus”,  and  so  contracted  for  student  passenger  privileges 
to  inaugurate  a floating  campus. 

Virtually  an  experiment  at  the  outside,  World  Campus  Afloat  has 
generated  a revolutionary  concept  in  education.  Sponsored  by  the 
Division  of  International  Education  of  Chapman  College  in  Orange, 
California,  the  Floating  Campus  incorporates  a liberal  arts  curriculum 
with  a world-wide  itinerary. 

ABOARD  THE  S.S.  RYNDAM 

For  a semester  500  students  and  about  60  faculty  participate  in  classes 
ranging  from  anthropology  to  world  religions  to  oceanography.  Most  of 
the  curriculum  is  itinerary-geared,  to  permit  maximum  learning.  Extra 
in^ort  seminars,  known  as  practica,  compensate  for  lost  time  at  sea  and 
may  involve  art  students  in  special  lecture-tours  through  art  galleries  and 
religion  students  in  services  in  mosques  and  cathedrals. 

In  addition  to  in-port  scholastic  activities,  students  are  free  to  explore 
on  their  own.  Individual  activities  encompass  everything  from  surfing 
with  the  son  of  the  President  of  Peru  to  visiting  a leper  colony  in  the 
jungles  of  Africa,  to  galloping  through  the  Argentine  Pampa  with 
Cauchos. 

MAN  DISCOVERING  MAN 

Students  are  charged  to  do  more  than  the  typical  shopping  and 
sight-seeing  of  the  average  tourist;  they  are  asked  to  operate  under  the 
theme  of  “Man  Discovering  Man”.  Those  BYU  students 

who  have  served  missions  may  see  a direct  relationship  between  WCA  and 
the  missionary  program-at  least  in  terms  of  broadening  world  horizons. 
However,  the  motives,  methods  and  results  are  obviously  far  different. 

Part  of  the  spectrum  of  WCA  which  is  designed  to  implement  the 
discovery  of  man  includes  an  interdisciplinary  program  of  social  science, 
which  takes  the  form  of  pre-port  seminars,  area  studies,  and  required  city 
orientation  tours.  Occasion^ly,  visiting  professors  from  the  upcoming 
port  of  call  will  board  ship  to  discuss  various  aspects  of  his  country’s 
history,  politics,  economics,  ethnology  and  culture  with  WCA  students. 

Last  spring  I was  fortunate  enough  to  participate  in  this  fantastic 
voyage.  My  cruise  involved  387  collegiate  globetrotters  in  a five-continent 
semester’s  junket.  Leaving  Los  Angeles  last  February,  the  Dutch-owned 
S.S.  Ryndam  traveled  first  to  Lima,  Peru,  and  proceeded  through  the 
Straits  of  Magellan  to  six  more  South  American  ports,  including  Santiago, 
Buenos  Aires  and  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  Dark  Continent  was  touched  at 
Dakar,  Senegal,  debarkation  point  for  practically  every  American 
Negro— and  again  at  Casablanca.  Mediterranean  ports  of  Malaga,  Rome, 
Venice,  Dubrovnik,  Yugoslavia,  and  Athens  were  visited,  culminating 
with  Easter  in  Istanbul.  Lisbon,  Northern  Europe  and  the  British  Isles 
preceded  the  final  port  of  New  York  City  in  late  May. 

VARIED  PORTS  O’  CALL 

Each  semester  the  WCA  itinerary  varies— sometimes  of  choice  and 
sometimes  due  to  world  crises.  The  current  cruise  is  taking  inports  in  the 
Orient  and  will  round  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  an  extended  tour  of 
Africa. 

With  as  much  or  more  diversity  are  the  people  whom  WCA  attracts. 
Students  come  from  throughout  the  United  States,  and  need  not  study  at 
Chapman  College.  Furthermore,  no  lingual  dexterity  is  required.  Thus, 
the  cabins  of  the  Ryndam  house  a fantastic  conglomeration  of  every 
personality  prototype  imaginable. 

Most  WCA  professors  come  from  the  land  campus  faculty  of  Chapman 
College.  The  200-member  crew  is  primarily  Dutch.  While  on  board  the 
15,015  gross  ton  ship  owned  by  the  Holland-America  Line,  a student  is 
entirely  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Netherlands  government,  subject 
even  to  Dutch  postal  rates-incidentally  higher  than  those  in  the  States. 

NO  BED  OF  ROSES 

As  romantic  as  the  Ryndam  may  sound,  it  is  not  exactly  a modern-day 
Queen  Mary.  The  one  iron  on  board,  with  striking  resemblance  to  the 
Russian  Revolution  models  shown  in  “Dr.  Zhivago,”  unfortunately  has 
no  temperature  controls,  and  must  be  unplugged  intermittently  to  avoid 
scorching.  The  maid  service  is  nice,  thou^,  a tad  unreassuring  when  the 
maid  comes  knocking,  broom  in  one  hand,  the  other  tightly  clutching  a 
Ralph  bag. 

But  these  inconveniences  are  dwarfed  by  the  larger  traveling-learning 
experience  which  World  Campus  Afloat  offers.  Painstaking  research  on 
South  American  culture  might  be  unimpeachably  accurate,  but  walking 
amid  the  favellas  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  far  more  educational. 

TRUE  WORTH 

This  is  actually  what  this  semester-long  voyage  is  all  about,  to  look 
beyond  monuments  and  cathedrals,  to  become  more  than  a back-of-the 
head  watcher,  to  learn  to  look  into  people’s  eyes,  into  their  hearts. 

Experiences  such  as  that  of  hearing  the  broken  Spanish  of  an 
Uruguayan  woman  tearfully  expressing  the  joy  she  experienced  in 
meeting  an  American;  spending  Easter  Sunday  afternoon  listening  to  the 
sago  of  a Russian  Jewess  who  escaped  on  the  heels  of  the  Bolshevik 
Revolution;  eating  shiskebab  with  the  family  of  an  Istanbul  journalist; 
and  celebrating  the  35th  birthday  of  a Venetian  woman  in  her  home  last  a 
life-time  and  can  reshape  attitudes.  These  moments  have  dwarfed  the 
world’s  great  monuments,  museums  and  mosques,  for  the  magic  of 
traveling  is  in  meeting  people.  Therein  lies  the  special  wealth  that  is 
integral  to  education  aboard  the  S.S.  Ryndam.

Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  director  of 
the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant  in 
Palmyra,  New  York  for  the  past  32 
years,  is  the  director  and  producer 
of  the  play. 

This  is  the  only  year  the  play  can 
be  produced  off  broadway  since  it 
has  been  made  into  a film  and  once 
the  film  is  released  next  year  rights 
will  be  impossible  to  get. 

“There  is  an  attempt  on  the  part 
of  the  playwright,  Peter  Shaffer,  to 
incorporate  all  of  the  elements  of 
the  theatre  into  the  play,” 
commented  Dr.  Hansen. 

The  play  concerns  Pizarro’s 
invasion  of  the  Inca  empire  in  Peru. 
Pizarro,  played  by  Ed  Walker,  is  a 
ruthless  professional  soldier  trying 
to  improve  his  position  in  society 
by  conquering  land  for  the  Spanish 
king. 

As  Pizarro’s  men  move  into  the 
Inca  empire  they  are  received  as  if 
they  were  gods,  but  soon  find  out 
that  they  are  caught  by 
circumstances  of  their  own  making 
and  must  kill  the  chief  to  save  their 
lives. 

Costuming  for  the  production 
was  designed  by  Beverly  Warner 
and  wiU  be  very  much  like  the 
costumes  used  in  the  Broadway 
production.  Colors  will  be  very 
important  in  the  play  with  the 
Incas  costumed  in  rich,  earthy 
colors  and  the  Spaniards  in  cooler 
colors. 

The  stage  design,  planned  by  Dr. 
Charles  Hanson  of  the  Dramatic 
Arts  Dept,  is  also  very  impressive. 
The  entire  stage  of  the  Pardoe 
Drama  Theatre  has  been  rebuilt  to 
accommodate  the  production  and 
several  special  effects  have  been 
planned  to  add  to  the  interest. 


Ensemble 

Performs 

The  Orchestra  Michelangelo  di 
Firenze,  hailed  throughout  Europe 
and  the  Americas  as  an  outstanding 
ensemble,  will  give  a concert  in 
BYU’s  de  Jong  Concert  Hall,  March 
7 at  8:15  p.m. 

“It  just  may  be  the  world’s  top 
chamber  orchestra,”  said  Heuwell 
Tircuit,  music  critic  of  the  “San 
Francisco  Chronicle,”  in  an 
enthusiastic  review  following  their 
appearance  in  that  city. 

The  ensemble  began  as  a string 
quartet,  but  was  later  expanded  to 
include  seventeen  orchestral 
musicians  reputed  to  be  among  the 
finest  in  central  Italy. 

Since  they  play  without  a 
conductor,  one  of  the  four 
founding  musicians— whichever  has 
a free  head  or  bow  arm— gives  a nod 
to  get  the  tempo  going.  From  that 
moment  on,  it  becomes  the  goal  of 
the  seventeen  musicians  to  play 
with  the  unity  and  precision  of  the 
original  string  quartet. 

The  repertoire  for  their  second 
American  tour  consists  largely  of 
Baroque  works.  The  music  of  the 
Baroque,  particularly  that  of  Bach, 
is  currently  as  popular  among 
young  people  — due  to 
interpretations  by  famous 
recording  groups  like  the  Swingle 
Singers— as  it  is  with  seasoned 
concert  goers.'

World  Highlights 
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Recovery  Smooth

A counterrevolution  is  emerging 
on  some  college  campuses  as 
students  band  together  in 
opposition  to  disruptive 
demonstrations.  One  group  calls 
itself  SPASM-the  Society  for 
Prevention  of  Asinine  Student 
Movements. 


MILK-IN  STAGED 


SPASM  was  born  at  Wichita 
State  University,  where  members 
held  a “milk-in”  this  week,  two 
weeks  after  a beer  drink-in  by 
students  favoring  the  sale  of  beer 
on  campus,  which  is  now 
prohibited. 

Members  of  SPASM , handing  out 
small  cartons  of  milk,  said  the 
“milk-in”  was  a “peaceful, 
intelligent  and  legal 
demonstration”  in  protest  of 
protests. 

At  Michigan  State  University, 
more  than  10,000  students  have 
signed  petitions  condemning 
“intimidation,  violence  and 
disruption”. 

An  organizer  of  the  petition 
drive,  Peter  W.  Hens,  a senior  from 
Greenwich,  Conn.,  said  the 
campaign  was  begun  because  it  is 
“ridiculous”  that  a small  group 
could  disrupt  a university  of  more 
than  37,000  students. 

A group  of  U.S.  Marines  studying 
at  Purdue  University  announced 
Tuesday  a drive  to  collect  500  pints 
of  blood  for  hospitals— a student 


answer  to  disturbances  on  other 
campuses. 

Sgt.  Allen  Force,  a native  of  San 
Francisco  who  is  heading  the  drive, 
said  he  intends  to  show  that  “the 
activists,  rioting  and  burning 
buildings,  are  a small  minority 
representing  colleges  falsely.” 

“The  average  student,”  Force 
said,  “doesn’t  dare  to  get  up  and 
speak  against  these  activists.  This 
blood  drive  gives  this  student  an 
opportunity  to  say  what  he 
believes  without  any  particular 
talent  for  rhetoric.” 

PROFESSORS  UNITE 

In  New  York,  philosopher 
Sidney  Hook,  a New  York 
University  professor,  has 
announced  the  formation  of  a 
group  of  400  professors  at  more 
than  36  campuses  calling  itself  the 
Organization  of  University  Centers 
for  Rational  Alternatives.

Hook  said  semanticist  S.  I.

San  Francisco  State  College,  is  a 
member  of  the  new  group. 

A group  at  San  Francisco  State, 
the  Committee  for  Academic 
Environment,  has  been  active  from 
the  onset  of  disorder  there,  passing 
out  blue  arm  bands  and  gathering 
2,300  signatures  on  petitions. 

The  petitions  urge  the  recall  of 
prostrike  officers  of  the  student 
body.  An  election  is  scheduled  in 
two  weeks.
